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THAW IN A PLEA 
TO SHIELD WIFE. 


Asks His Lawyers to Give 
Her a Chance to Rest Be- 


fore Resuming Her 
Evidence. 


FIGHT CENTERS ON WILL, 


Defense Expected to Make Des- 
perate Effort Today to Get 
Document Before 
the Jury. 


New York, Feb. 10.—{Special.}—From hie 
cell in the Tombs Harry K. Thaw hag'ap- _ 
pealed to his lawyers to secure a respite for’ 
his wife, and the chancee are that she will 
not go on. the stand again until Tuesday, 

The strain of the last few days, in which she 
has been made to live over again her terrible 
experiences with Stanford White, hae sapped 
Leg strength. When she visited Thaw in the 
Tombs yesterday his first inquiry was as to 
how she stood the ordeal {n court. She ad- 
mitted to him that she had suffered greatly 
metrtally and physically and feared her 
strength might be unequal to the task of 
another such trytng day on Monday. 


Tells Lawyers to Shield Her. 

Thaw, it is said tonight, tmmediately com- 
mumicated this to his attorneys. He told 
them his wife was in bed shape, and re- 
quested that, if possible, she be given an 
opportunity to recover herself. Attorney 
Delmas then set about to so rearrange the 
Plans of the defense thet Mrs. Thaw’s pree- 
ence in court as a witness would not be re- 
quired until Tuesday. 

If tonight's plan does not miscarry, Mra 
Thaw will not be recalled unti! Tuesday, and 
her cross-examination by District Attorney 
Jerome will begin on Wednesday, a day 
later than had been anticipated. 

Tonight Capt. Ricketts, who is now in 
charge of the jurors, announced that tomor- 
row no women would be allowed in the court- 
room, except those who had been summoned 
as witnesses. He said that this would be 
done because of the nature of the testimony, 
and added that he would have an extra de- 
tall of court officers on hand to enforce this 
rule, 


Center Fight on Thaw’s Will. 


When the trial is resumed tomorrow it !s 
expected the lawyers for the defense will 
concentrate their efforts In an attempt to 
have the will and codicil signed by Harry 
Thaw on the night of his marriage introduced 
aa evidence of the prisoner’s unsound mind. 

Lawyer F. O. Perkins,.of Pittsburg, who 
drew the will in the original form, and the 
two witnesses to Thaw’s signature probably 
will be put on the stand. Miss Frances B. 
Pierce, one of the witnesses to the will, was 
on the stand on Friday, but District Attor- 
ney Jerome contended that her statements 
were not sufficient to sustain the authenticity. 
of the document, and his contention was 
upheld by the court. 

The statements in the will which refer to 
Stanford White are said to be in Thaw’'s 
own handwriting, in the form of interpola- 
tions and additions. The defense will seek 
to prove that these interpolations were not 
and could not have been added by Thaw 
after the murder of White. 


Gleason May Be a Witness. 


Lawyer Gleason may g0 on the stand to 
testify for his client on that point. It is said 
that Mr. Gleason has had the will and the 
codicil in the exact form in which it now 
appears in his possession since June 26, the 
day after the shooting on Madison Square 
roof garden, 

David B. Carvalho, the handwriting ¢x- 
pert, also may be called by the defense to 
identify the writing ds that of Thawe’. The 
prosecution will probably endeavor to show 
that neither of the witnesses of the will nor 
the lawyer who made the original draft 
knows anything definite about the time when 
Thaw made the additions to the document. 


Plan More Expert Testimony. 

The lawyers for the defense have no doubt 
that they will be able to get the will into 
evidence and they belleve that it will prove 
to be a strong card in favor of their insanity 
plea. The entire day may be taken up with 
the effort to get this document before the 
court and the district attorney’s attempt to 
prevent it. 

It is also possible that Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
will not resume her testimony until after 
three of the Thaw alienists, Dr. BR. D. Evans, 
head of a New Jersey state asylum for the 
insane, Dr. Graham Hammond, and Dr. 
Charlies G. Wagner, have'told the jury what 
they think of the defendant's mental condi- 
tion. Such a course on the part of the de- 
fense would meet the objection which the dis- 
trict attorney raised toward the close of Fri- 
day's session of the court, when Lawyer 
Delmas sought to have young Mrs. Thaw tell 
of other girls whom her husband had said 
Stanford White had betrayed. 


Seek to Limit Scandal. 


The testimony, Mr. Jerome said on Friday, 
would be “‘ gossip of the Tenderioin,’’ and he 
protested against the further defaming of a 
dead man’s name, at least until there had 
been a preliminary foundation laid for the 
claim that Thaw’s mind was unsound. Mr. 
Jerome did not consider Dr. Wiley’s testi- 
mony as furnishing that foundation. 

Mr. Delmas assured the court that the de- 
fense had no desire to drag any unnecessary 
scandal into the case. It was said today 
that counsel for the defense would still inzist 
upon having Mrs. Thaw tell what her bus- 
band had said to her in regard to Stanford 
White’s relations with other young women. 


Jerome Gathers Ammunition. 

District Attorney Jerome remained in 
town over Sunday. He held several confer- 
ences with witnesses who are under sub- 
poena for the state, but refused to make any 
comment on the case. One report had it 
that the district attorney in combating the 
insanity plea would set up the contention 
that everything which Thaw had done could 
be accounted for on the ground of jealousy, 
which did not, however, blind his sense of 
right and wrong. 

In dealing with the story which Mrs. Thaw 
has said she told her husband, the district 
attorney when he cross examines the witness 
will, it was said, try to show that it would 
be practically a physical impossibility for 
Mrs. Thaw to have remembered in as great 
detail ag she has related the things which 
occurred at the Paris meeting between her 
and Thaw.

Society Leaders to Aid. 


WOMEN APPEAL TO CONGRESS 


Miss Mary McDowell Tells of Efforts 
to Probe Industrial Conditions. 


 Méver before In the history of organized 
labor was a union born under such promising 
circumstances as those which will usher into 
fe the Milliners’ union of Chicago Wednes- 
Gay afternoon. But one of the many novel 
features of this organization is the state- 
ment of its backers that Mrs. Potter Palmer 
has given it both moral and material support, 
and she, with a score of other society women, 
have agreed to demand hats that are the 
product of members of this union, 

This statement alone has encouraged the 
milliners to believe that it will be but a 
short time when all of the best shops in Chi- 
cago will be compelled to handle only union 
made hats. Then, they believe, the spec- 
tacle of members of Chicago's ** 400" enter- 
ing an exclusive shop and asking to see a 
$250 picture hat bearing the union label will 
be a common one. 


‘ Organizer Outlines Plan. 


It wae at the meeting of the Wioman’s 
Trade Union league at Hull house yesterday 
afternoon that the program of organization 
of the new union was outlined. Miss Helen 
Mahon, an expert milliner and the diplomat 
who first presented the plan to Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, was the speaker who told of the 
hopes and plans of the union, 

As many of the 3,000 milliners and helpers 
in Chicago who can be accommodated in the 
office of Mrs. R. G. Paterson, 6 Madison 
street, will meet there Wednesday afternoon 
and learn the first principles of unionism. 
Officers will be elected and plans will be laid 
for aMiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor. 

“ A glance at the figures of a day’s work in 
a millinery shop will show the necessity of 
a union,’ said Mise Mahon. “ The work that 
is being done now is making artisans out of 
artists through the pell mell rush of getting 
work out of few employés.”’ 


Gives Figures as Proof. 


Then Miss Mahon explained that the per- 
gons and their wages who assisted in the 
manufacture of a $26 picture hat are the 
buyer, who gets $3,000 a year; the designer, 
$30 a week; the copyist, $20 a week; maker, 
$10 a week; preparer, $6 a week; and sales- 
woman, $12 a week. The. apprentices, who 
help, get nothing. 

“ After the designer and buyer have got 
in their work the other persons named will 
turn out eight to fifteen hats a day at, say, $25 
each. That means at least $250 a day to the 
shop from workers whose combined salar- 
ies are $8 a day,’ said Miss Mahon. 

The women who attended the meeting 
agreed that if opportunity was given them 
they would not think of buying any head- 
wear which didnot bear the stamp of union- 
ism. Neither would they permit a milliner 
to retrim their old hats until she could show 
@ union card, , 

Women Appeal to Congress. 

After. the discussion of the millinery ques- 
tion Miss Mary McDowell, who presided at 
the meeting, told ofthe efforts of the league 
to secure the passage of 4 measure under 
which congress would make an investiga-

“What we want is to have official figures 
and facts on the industriai, moral, physical, 
and home ‘conditions of women workers,” 
said Miss McDowell. “* This report must be 
made by scientists and physicians who know 
what they are talking about.

PRAISES THAW; SHOOTS WIFE 


Anton Vodica Attempts Murder 
and Then Commits Suicide. 


WOMAN IN CRITICAL STATE. 


Note Left by Young Husband Com- 
mends the Killing of White, 


“> 


Atter writing a letter saying he would make 
a final effort at reconciliation with his wife 
and, failing, Kill her and himself so he could 
bé with her in death, Anton J.°Vod@ica dan- 
gerousiy wounded his wife and killed himself. 

A postscript to his letter says: 

“TI hope Thaw will be a free man before 
long. I think he was justified in killing 
White. I wish him success.” 

The shooting occurred in the home of the 
young woman's mother, Mary Skella, 894 
West Seventeenth street, where the wife had 
gone to live after leaving her husband. 
Vodica was 22 years old and his wife is 20. 
They had been married less than a year when, 
a few weeks ago, they disagreed and she 
left him. 

Vodica’s final decision to compe! his wife 
to return to lived with him “or end Kk all” 
was made yesterday morning and he wrote 
the letter which was found in his pocket. 


Plans Revealed in Letter. 


In the letter he told of how many times 
he had sought to regain his wife's affection 
and had failed. He stated he would agree 
to live anywhere she wished upon her prom- 
ise to “ forget the past.”" The letter follows: 

“To My Dear, Aged Parents, Brothers, 
Sistirs, and Relatives: First of all, I hope 

forgiven. I am going to ask my wife 
to live with me, and if she refuses I will kill 
her and then myself. I hope the last shot, 
which I intend for myself, will have a 
deadly effect. If it should not tell the sur- 
geons to let their &nives have its effect. 
In other words, give me enough ether so that 
I may never revive. 

“I am sick and disgusted. I do not live 
with my wife, and I won'tdive without her. 
So therefore I use this means to live with 
her, even after death. I’m going now to 
see my wife and offer to live with her 
wherever she wishes. Even against my wili 
I will have my wife go to the theater this 
afternoon, and when my chance comes I will 
take advantage of it. I hope I will do it 
right. 

“I love my wife, but I guess she don’t 
love me. For these reasons I don’t propose 
to give her a chance to love another. My 
last wish is that I may be buried with her. 
If, on account of my being a murderer, the 
Catholics refuse to give me burial with her, 
I insist she be buried with me.

Police Are Requested to Seek Catheryn 
Mair, Who Disappeared Last Thurs- 
day from Parents’ Residence. 


Miss Catheryn Mair, 17 years old, a pupil 

in the Northwest Division High school, has 
been missing from her home, 851 Winthrop 
avenue, since last Thursday.

Aldermen Do Not Want It. 


Mr. Burling was to speak upon the “ pro- 
hibitive nature" of the present hospital or- 
dinances, and began: 

“ Do you want me to tel] you why you have 
not an isolation hospital? It is because 
the members, of the city council have’ said 
to you that you shall not haveit. They have 
not only refused the funds for such an in- 
stitution but they have declared that if any 
public spirited citizens might wish to erect 
euch a hospital they will prevent it. 

“Three years ago, when the association 
commonly called the McCormick Memoria] 
institute had received the donation of nearly 
all the block bounded by Fifty-fourth and 
Fifty-third streets and fronting Washington 
park, they secured an opinion from the cor- 
poration counsel that there was no legal ob- 
stacle in the way of their erecting a hospital 
for the study of contagious diseases upon the 
ground, and purchased the remainder of the 
block. 

“They proposed to build a series of low 
pavilions, with a brick wall surrounding the 
block; and thereupon the alderman from that 
ward appeared before the council committee 
with a protest. The matter dragged for sev- 
eral weeks and delegations of property own- 
ers and even clergymen appeared before the 
council with objections to the plan. There 
was not the slightest fear of danger from 
contagion The objections narrowed down 
to the effect the presence of the hospital 
would have on property values in the neigh- 
borhood. 

“ They went to each alderman, and received 
in almost every instance favorable replies at 
first. Then ‘ What ward isitin?’ they would 
ask. ‘ The Seventh—what does the alderman 
from there think of it?’ ‘ Hels opposed toit?

* The present ordinance, insisting upon the 
consent of a majority of the frontage owners 
on all the blocks facing the site, was intro- 
duced and passed by a vote of 64 to 5. 

“ To give to a locality the power to prohibit 
a benefit to the entire community was for the 
council to give up the duty with which it is 
charged by the city and the state legislature 
creating it.”’ 

Badenoch Wants Hospital. 

There was but one more speaker on the 
program, and Ald. Bennett, although showing 
the temptation to rise at once, remained seat- 
ed while Ald. Joseph Badenoch ofthe Thirty- 

cond ward professed his feeling of har- 
mony with the speakers who had preceded 
him. 

** No matter what precautions are taken tn 
the way of regular inspection,’ he said, ** con~ 
tagion will filter into the city and the city 
must be prepared to take care of the cases 
resulting. That such a question needs argu- 
ment seems absurd. The duty of the mu- 
nicipality is without question to provide an 
isolation hospital adequate for its needs. 

“The opposition to the plan is against all 
the principles of humanity, all the principles 
of Christianity. I have been asked if I would 
consent to the erection of an isolation hos- 
pital across from my home, and I answered 
that I would a thousand times prefer it toan 
apartment building—that there is nothing 
more beautiful than the sight of sick children 
being given the care that will save their lives 
and those of others.”’ 

Bennett’s Remarks Cut Short. 

Mrs. George Plummer of the pure food com- 
mittee of the Illinois Federation of Women’s 
clubs, the organization that instigated the 
meeting, introduced a resolution indorsing 
regular medical inspection of the schools, 
After it had beef seconded the question was 
opened for debate. Ald Bennett was given 
the floor. 

“The question of public health is too im- 
portant,” he said, “ to be approached in such 
a spirit as has been displayed here today. 
I was amazed and surprised——" 

“Ald. Bennett,” interrupted Dr. Webster 
from the chair, “are you speaking to the 
resolution?” 

“Yes, I intend to.” | 

“ I must insist that your remarks be upon 
the matter now under consideration. Other- 
wise I cannot permit them."’ 

‘ You don’t know whatI wish to say,” sub- 
mitted the alderman, “ but I'll abide by the 
ruling,” and sat down. 

The resolution was passed, as was another 
relative to the milk supply, and after a sec- 
ond had been given to a resolution for the 
appointment of a committee to urge an 
amendment to the city hospital ordinances, 
Ald. Bennett again asked to be heard. 

“Upon the platform this afternoon,” he 
said, “Mr. Burling has taken occasion to 
criticise the council for taking measures for 
the protection of the public parks from the 
invasion of hospitals. He has said that the 
council] voted for the ordinance only because 
of the wishes of my colleague and myself, 
and that was an unfair statement. The or- 
dinance was designed to prevent the Building 
of the hospital on a block adjoining one of 
the parks, and I take tlie position that they 
are places for recreation and pleasure, and 
that nothing should be done to mar the op- 
portunities for those things.”’ 

“TI call you to order,” declared Dr. Web- 
ster. “The park question is not touched 
upon in this resolution.” 

“If you mean to shut me off, very well,” 
replied the speaker.

WALKS 1,600 MILES ON WATER; 
IS CHAMPION; WINS $5,000. 


Capt. Charles W. Oldrieve Completes 
Distance from Cincinnati te New 
Orleans in Forty Days. 


New Orleana, Feb. 10.—(Special.)—Capt. 
Charles W. Oldrieve today accomplished the 
feat of walking on water from Cincinnati 
to: New Orleana, a distance of 1,600 miles, 
in forty days lacking forty-five minutes, 
thereby winning the world’s champion- 
ship and a bet of $5,000. Oldrieve met 
with an accident just before reach- 
ing the goal at the head of Canal street that 
nearly cost his life.. The big wooden shoes 
suddenly slid outward and the water walker 


turned turtle. His wife, who accompanied 
“him all the way in a rowboat, rescued the cap- 


tain. 

Oldrieve left Cincinnati Jan. 1 at noon on 
a wager he would walk to New Orleans in 
forty days. At the falis above Louisville he 
wae delayed for twenty-four hours, and this 
allowance, it was agreed, should be computed 
in the time. 

Oldrieve was in motion only during daylight 
hours, lying over every night at various land- 
ings. He was equipped with shoes made of 
cedar wood, four feet five inches long, five 
inches broad, and seven inches deep.

Power of Wealth on Trial. 

“Tt does not le in the squalid, repuisive 
features of a dismal story, but in the fact 
that for the first time a millionaire of im-' 
mense wealth, with ali the power money 
gives, is being tried ae aw felon for a capital 
crime—the allegéd murder of another million- 
aire and a man of genius. ‘Laws,’ said 
Amacharsis the Scythian, ‘ are like cobwebs, 
in which small files are caught and from 
which great flies break away.’ 

“ This cynical view of American justice has 
somé truth io it, in view of the fatt there is 
not an instance on record where a man of 
great wealth has been sent to execution, 
while there are some recent notorious ex- 
amples of rich criminals escaping. Yet it must 
also be remembered that at no previous period 
have Americans shown euch an animus 
against wealth. 


Primal Problem Underlies Case. 
“There ie another feature to the case which 
compele attention. Notoriously Thaw intends 

to plead in some form or another justification 
by the * unwritten law.’ His line of defense 
plainly is indicated in the terrible evidence 
given by Mrs. Thaw. Accepting her story as 
truthful, the problem becomes this: Isa man 
justified for love of a woman, his wife, in kill- 
ing another man who, as he believes, has in- 
flictea on that woman the most cruel wrong 
imaginable—a wrong, too, which the formal 
processes of the written law cannot punish 
adequately? 

‘* Stated in this form there may well lie be- 
neath the drama now in progrese in Judge 
Fitsgerald’s court one of those primal, per- 
plexing conflicts between twojdifferent views 
of right on which all great tragedy has 
hinged. The view that the unwritten law af- 
fords an excuse for such an act as Mr. Thaw’s 
would be a dangerous one for society to ad- 
mit.’’ 

The paper then proceeds to outline the 
ey and says in conclusion: 

The jury alone will decide whether this, 
the defense’s version, is true, and until they 
have pronounced their verdict it is impossi- 
ble to comment on the story.”

Whether or not any one has stock transfer 
tax stamps without paying for them probably 
never will be known. But if they haven't 
it wasn’t because opportunities were not pre- 
sented in such a glaring way that it will be 
nothing short of a’ miracle tf there are not 
many of these stamps outstanding for which 
the state never received a cent. 

The word of one man hae to be taken that 
millions of dollars’ worth of stemps were de- 
stroyed.

Kavanagh to obstruct the march of jus- 
tice. 

Ivdge Kavanagh has set one precedent 
which other judges can follow without 
fear. It is the considerate treatment of 
jurors. The judge lectured sharply some 
veniremen who were trying to dodge serv- 
ice, bot it is plain that he understands the 
reasons why men hate to be jurors—the 
close confinement, the deprivation of com- 
forts, the lack -of recreation, and the in- 
ability to attend to urgent business mat- 
ters. By treating the jurors in the Shea 
case humanely he is making ‘t easier to 
get a jury in any other case he may have 
to hear. Veniremen will be less likely to 
urge false exeuses, for they will know 
that if they have'to serve the trial will be 
expedited as much as possible and they 
will get decent treatment. 


THE CONTINENT’S PEACE. 
Thé joint action of the two well estab- 
lished ‘republics of the United States ani 
Mexico in attempting by friendly advice 
to prevent war between Nicaragua an‘ 
Honduras represents the proper condition 
which should exist on this continent. 
Peace continued for a long term of years 
means solidity and strength for the sma!! 
republics of Central America. War 
means desolation and destruction, with 
the probable consequent internal reyolu- 
tion and uncertainty ieading to continued 
weakness. If the two nations whose gov- 
ernments are firmly established did not 
try by every means in thelr power short 


war they would fail of their plain duty. 

There is always the difficulty that ad- 
vice may be taken ill by peoples who re- 
tain much of the inherited “ Castilian 
pride” so potent in the past history of 
the western hemisphere, but wise diplo- 
macy may be-counted upon to avoid that 
‘unpleasant turn of affairs. Honduras and 
Nicaragua have nothing to gain and 
everything to lose by a war over compara- 
tively trivial matters. The trend of the 
times is toward arbitrament of difficulties, 
and arbitration is much: cheaper in the 
long run than war. A great gain will 
have, have been made when the head- 
strong leaders of life In the Spanish- 
rrAmerican republics learn the truth of 
this.

TRAGEDIES IN THE AIR. 

The Toronto Glebe prints some inter- 
esting details of p disaster which occurred 
on the shores Lake Huron last fall 
during the migration of the birds from 
Canada to the south. In the second week 
in October there was an unusual fall of 
temperatdre, follgwed by a snowfall which 
reached a depth of more than a foot along 
the shores of that lake, between Goderich 
and Sarnia.- At the southeastern end of 
Lake Huron, for a distance of twenty 
miles, the dead birds.were found by 
thousands. In one spot twenty-six differ- 
ent specieé were found, among them many 
of the choice songsters like the song spar- 
rows, warblers, hermit thrushes, vireos, 
orioles, and others. As many of_the birds, 
especially the juncoes, which eNed in 
numbers, can endure the coldest Canadian 
winters, it is evident the birds were not 
overcome by the cold. It is more likely 
they were borne down by the weight of the 
snow on their wings, and it is also pos- 
sible that they lost their bearings in the 
driving storm -and fell to the ground 
fatigued and perished in the snow. 

The Globe is of opinion that this acci- 
dent will be of advantage to the scientists 
by throwing light upon the mysteries of 
bird migration and making the record of 
the manner and method of its courses 
more complete. They are already of opin- 
ion that great flocks of the birds from 
Canada traverse Lake Huron in preference 
to overland routes on their way_ south. 
Interesting as “the way of a bird in the 
air” may be from the scientific point of 
view, there is a sentimental side to these 
air tragedies among the little travelers 
which should strongly appeal to the sense 
of humanity. When one thinks of the 
thousands upon thousands ef them strewn 
along the Huron beaches for miles, and 
the thousands and tens of thousands more 
dropping out of thelr’ silent night journey 
in places so sdlitaty or remote’ that no 
record is left of their fate, the tragedies of 
the upper air seem so numerous and ap- 
palling that they should awaken general 
interest and sympathy. Such tragedies go 
far to explain the rapid disappearance of 
our song birds and of the feathered race 
in general. In view of the sufferings they 
must endure in their annual journeys and 
the havoc worked among them by the 
cruelty of the elements, why should they 
| not be protected against human enemies,

To be the only brother of a king and the 
son-in-law of the head of the house of Demi- 
doff, whose fortune rivais that of John D. 
Rockefeller and yet be penniless, Is, to say 
the least, a strange situation. Yet that ts 
the predicament In which Prince Arsene of 
Servia now finds himself. He has not merely 
loudly proclaimed it but he has even placed 
it on legal record in the shape of an affidavit. 
It is in connection with a lawsuit brought by 
one of the big couturiers at Paris against a 
demi-mondaine of the name of Laura Hay- 
man for the nonpayment of a bill for dresses. 

This lady of the Parisian half world for- 
merely enjoyed the favor and protection of 
Prince Arsene, and at the time he guaranteed 
the amount of her dressmaker’s bill to the 
tune of about $8,000. In spite of ita trifling 
amount he has been unable to settle it, and 
the consequence is that he has been sued 
jointly with the woman for the amount, 
judgment being given against him by the 
French court. It was during the trial that his 
letters and affidavits were produced, admit- 
ting his obligation, but declaring his inability 
to pay even the smallest installment of the 
debt, owing to the fact that he was without 
|@ penny. 

The prince, like his precious nephew, the 
heir apparent to the throne of Servia, con- 
stitutes a source of discredit and therefore 
of weakness to his dynasty, and if King Peter 
loses his throne Arsene will be largely to 
blame. He had many advantages in his 
favor. He secured a commission in one of 
the crack regiments of guards at St. Petera- 
burg, and it was through the favor of the 
late , who saw in him a likely candidate 
for he Servian throne, that he was able to 
obtain the band of the greatest heiress of the 
day-namely: of Aurora Demidoff, princess 
of San Donato.

He behaved so abominably to her that she 
was obliged to divorce him, and he was 
promptly deprived of his commission. After- 
ward he lived on his wits, was mixed up in all 
sorts of unsavory scrapes in Paris, andat the 
time of his only brother’s accession to the 
throne of Servia attracted considerable at- 
tention by the manner In which he celebrated 
the event Dy 4 wild and drunker debauch in 
one of the vilest dives in Paris.

While not‘an astronomer himeelf, Edward 
8. Morse has felt competent to write “‘ MARS 
AND ITS MYSTERY” (Little, Brown & Co.), 
and even to speculate as to the possibility of 
life om that planet. It is a book for the gen- 
eral reader, and, however much the mathe- 
matical astronomers may flout at it, it will 
prove a distinct charm for those for whom 
Mr. Morse writes. He,says: “A studen' 
familiar with a general knowledge of the 
beavens, a fair acquaintance with the sur- 
face features of the earth, with.an apprecia- 
tion of the doctrine of probabilities, and capa- 
ble of estimating the vaiue of evidence, is 
quite as well equipped to examine and discuss 
the nature of the markings of Mars as the 
astronomer. If, furthermore, he is gifted 
with imagination and is free from all preju- 
dice In the matter, he may have a slight 
advantage.” He adds that there is no at- 
tempt made in the book to introduce evidence 
rot admitted by the astronomers themselves. 
Mr. Morse studied Mars through a big tele- 
scope at Flagstaff, and as his book is dedi- 
cated to Prof. Lowell, there surely cannot be 
anything much amigs init. He marshals all 
the evidence of other astronomers to support 
the theory that Mars may be inhabited, and 
contributes his share to defending Lowell's 
theory of the artificial nature of the markings 
om that planet. Among other things he 
prints side by side plates showing those 
markings and natural and artificial markings 
on the earth’seurface. We donot remember 
te have seen this done before.

State’s Position Sought Fifty Years. 
Utah was admitted to the union just eleven 
years ago. For nearly fifty years the people 
had been asking for statehood. But certein 
social and religious conditions prevailed 
here which, when caricatured and exag- 
gerated in the east, seemed an insurmounta- 
ble obstacle to the recognition of Utah's sov- 
ereign right. Even at that early time there 
were those whom it profited to 
and malign Utah, for they made merchandise 
out of territorial vassalage. Their constant 
slanders delayed, though they could not pre- 
vent, the establishment of the people's 


rights. 

At length peace seemed secured. A mani- 
festo was issued in 1800 by the t of 
the Mormon church, declaring polyga- 
mous marriages would no longer be sanc- 
tioned by him or his associates and advising 
his followers to obey the anti-polygamy 
laws. Soon afterward amnesty was extended 
to those who had nmiarried plural wives be- 
fore enactments stood against the practice 
on condition that the law be obeyed. 

No one then doubted the sincerity of the 
Mormon people and their leaders. hen the 
new condition had been tested for more than 
five years, statehood was granted to Utah, 
And scarcely a dissenting voice was heard. - 

A few disappointed politicians, and some 
others who are filled with osity for cer-. 
tain of our citizenship, have'recently tnau- 
_gurated a new phase of the old fight. I may 
be pardoned for making brief reference 
thereto. 

They assert two causes of grievance 
against the leaders of the Mormon church, 
and base their appeal to the public senti- 
ment of the nation and the world on these 
two grounds. Therefore a frank and fair 
statement of these two complaints will serve 
to show whether or not the appeal they make 
should be heeded. The two causes are the 
purported continuance of the practice of 
polygamy and the asserted interference of 
the church leaders in political affairs.

Declares Mormons Fight Polygamy. 

Connected with the first of these is the mat- 
ter of the promise made to the government 
by the church leaders_on their own behalf 
and that of their followera, on which first 
amnesty and then statehood was secured. 
The claim is made and heralded to the world 
that these promises are being broken in two 
ways—by the solemnizing of new plural mar- 
riages and by the continuation of the old 
polygamous relations. 

Regarding these charges, it can be said 
that if a few cases of plural marriage have 
occurred since the adoption of the manifesto 
they have been purely sporadic and not 
only without the sanction but against the 
public protest of the leadéfs of the church. 
These marriages are deprecated no more by 
nonmembers than by almost tip entire 
church membership. 

The old relations have been continued in 
some cases, not so much by sanction as by 
sufferance. It has been simply a question as 
to which would entail the greater hardship— 
to sever forcibly these relationships, and 
throw helpless women and children on the 
world, or allow “old mortality "’ to step in 
and make a gradual severance. Generous 
public sentiment has leaned toward the lat- 
ter course. ‘But the law is in force against 
the continuance of thesd relationships, and 
it is and may be appealed to in punishment 
of such cases.

SCIENCE OUSTS MILKMAID 


MACHINE, THOUGH NOT “AS GOOD, 
DOES WORK AS WELL. 


Department of Agriculture Official 
Declares Cows Take Kindly to Me- 
chanical Apparatus Unless It Is At- 
tached on the Wrong Side—Scary, 
Milkerse Can’t Kick It Off-—-Says It 
Will Boom Dairy Business if Gen- 
erally Adopted. 


Washington, D. ©., Feb. 10.—[Special. }— 
After deep study of the practical value of 
milking machines C. B. Lane, assistant chief 
of the dairy division of the bureau of anima! 
industry, has reached the conclusion that 
none of them quite approximate the skill of 
the common or farm milkmaid, — 

Mr. Lane gives this account of the actions 
of a herd of cows the first time a milking 
machine was used on one of their number. 

“ Only one cow in the herd In question made 
any disturbance at all while the machine 
was being attached, and this was due prin- 
cipally to the fact that the machine was 
attached on the wrong side. ~This cow, 
however, soon became quiet. The majority 
of the cows appeared to like the machines, 
and stood quietly without manifesting any 
discomfort.” 


Nervous cows do not seem to resent the 
method, as long as the machines are proper- 
ly adjusted. The machines are ideal for 
use with a kicking cow. 

“The scarcity of milkers and the unre- 
Hability of many of them,”’ Mr. Lane con- 
tinued, “ has had a tendency to keep many 
men from going into the dairy business. 

"It is believed also that the advent of the 
milking machine will encourage farmers 
who now have small dairies to enlarge their 
plants and to make dairying their chief busi- 
ness. The trouble hag been in the past that 
too many farmers have made dairying seo- 
ondary to other work, and when anything 
had to be negleeted it was always the dairy. 
For this reason profits from the dairies have 
been small. * 

“ Where the milking machines have been 
introduced they have influenced dairymen 
to clean up their barns and take more pride 
in their work. This naturally will result in 
the production of cleaner milk, and perhaps 
im some cases in better prices Any new 
apparatus which has a tendency to improve 


dairy conditions should be welcomed by the | 


industry."’

“SALOME” IS HERE TO STAY, 
UNIVERSITY LECTURER SAYS. 


Dr. Rubinkam Continues His Defense 
of Wilde-Strauss Music Drama, De- 
claring It Genuine Art. 


“Critics die, but art lives,” declared Dr. 
Nathaniel I. Rubinkam of the University of 
Chitago in his Sunday lecture in Music hell, 
which was a continuance of e defense of the 
Wiede-Strause music drama, ‘ Salome,” be- 
gun the preceding Sunday. 

“Those who lack epithets to sound the 
aepths of their disifké for ‘ Salome’ may find 
plenty,” he said, ““in the storm of protest 
which greeted the production of Wagner's 
* Parsifal’ in America. It was under the ban 
two years ago, and good people tried to ex- 
,clude it from the stage upon the grounds that 
it was eacrilegious and voluptuous. It is 
neither the one nor the other, and (@ has 
taken tts place ag one of the factors of art. 

* | Salomé”’ is in the world to stay, to take 
its place in dramatic and musical art, and it 
must be reckoned with. Its text is drawn 
from the Old Testament and the bloody 
spirit of the Herodian age, but it falls far be 
low it in erotic passion. Nocritic would dare 
= in print the ancient tales of horror and 

oodshed from which ‘ Salome’ is drawn. 

“ There is nothing in ‘Salome’ which does 
not happen every day in real Mfe. It fe ele- 
mental and the theme is, in the end, that 
love is stronger than death. It ie not vicious, 
for when the originel human passion sinks 
into vice, real music cannot portray it. 

“ Por those of us who can see its beauty and 
meaning the pleasure shoul@ not be denied, 
and I am glad that we of Chicago are 
presently to have the opportunity.” 


SPREAD YALE HONOR SYSTEM. 


‘Buccess of Plan Among Seniors Leads 
to Attempts at Placing More 
Pupils Under It.

We can 
stop the wasteful wars between nations now 
and in our own generation. 

“The standing army and the navy are not 
needed. It would be as easy to keep peace 
between nations as to keep peace between the 
forty-seven states of the union. When the 
framers of the constitution first conceived 
the idea of keeping peace under one flag of all 
of the country stretching from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific they thought H was impos- 
sible. Organization brought the desired state 
of affairs about, and organization will bring 
peace between the nations as easily.”

Increasing seriousnese fn the Ressian situ- 
ation served as a stimulant of. pronounced 
wtrength fn the wheat market last week. 
The final sessions were enlivened by broad 
and active trading, sentiment growing more 
bullish as the period progressed, the volume 
of price bolstering gossip assuming large pro- 
portions. The earlier sessions of the week 
witnessed about a standoff struggle between 
the bulls and the bears, but in the later ones, 
when the news from Russia began to take on 


, Good color, the price defenders easily gained 


the advantage, which was maintained almost 
in.its entirety to the close of the week. Final 
prices on Saturday showed advances of 1%@ 
2c for May, 1%c for July, and 1@l%c for 
‘Beptember, the quotations being within a 
shade of the week’s best showing. 
Apprehension over the serious situation in 
the famine stricken districts of the czar’s 
realm, nine provinces of which are said to 
have reported failure of the crops, was dis- 
played in Kuropéan markets as well as in 
American markets, relatively the most nerv- 
ousness being shown at Liverpool, where 
Were in. a. stampede to cover. Al- 
though held lightly by some of the bears, who 
would belittle the Russian situation, the gov- 
ernment of Nicholas’ empire has been going 
out of its own boundaries to get wheat for 
the famine sufferers, late in the week author- 


to be used ‘in afford- 
ing relief, this being in addition to the $50,- 
000,000 ‘relief fund recently authorized. Ac- 
cording to men cloge to the surface, Russia 
has been a direct buyer of durum and Mani- 
toba wheats in America, and late St. Peters- 
burg advices indicated thet further and 
much more important purchases on this side 
of the Atlantic would be made by that coun- 
try. The export business wag large enough 
to indicate an increasing demand from Rus- 
sia, assuming large proportions toward the 
week end. 


Interest in Russian Shipments. 

The first jolt to the confidence of the bears 
came with the report that exports from Rus- 
stam ports would be restricted, and that 
shipments from ithe interior would be. di- 
ver to the needy districts, which are 
largely im the spring wheat section of the 
empire, and where another crop is about 
eight months away. The Broomithall esti- 
mate of world’s exports of 10,000,000 bu for 
the week, however,. was taken by some to 
indicate that Russia and the Dantbe would 
figure materially in the total. 

“ Although cold water has been poured on 
the talk of poor crop results in. Russia,” said 
one of the leading traders, ‘‘ the time has 
arrived when we.must' fully open‘our eyes 
to the true state of affairs Russia, of ne- 
cessity, must be a great buyer of. foreign 
wheat, and America will be an enormous 
selier to her before another crop arrives. 
Those millions of peanuts must eat, and 
wheat is about the cheapest good thing- they 
can get. .When the staid: old. continental 
markets pull themselves out of the rut and 
flurry around there surely is something do- 
ing out of the ordinary. With a continuation 
of the good business which we have been 
having recently’ there is no reason why 
wheat should not be boosted to a materially 
higher level." 


Good Domestic Milling Demand. 

Aside from the bullish turn of affairs abroad 
the domestic situation has held out much 
encouragement to the price supporters. Re- 
ceipts at the northwestern markets have 
continued to run well under those of a year 
ago, and the general movement has showed 
decreases as compared to the showings of 
last year. The milling demand northwest 
and southwest has been of a sound, urgent 
character, with all of the desirable offerings 
grabbed up by millers at stiff values. Late 
in the week there were signs of improvement 
at the local cash tables. The weather con- 
ditions have been favorable since the days 
of zero temperatures, and -reliable authori- 
ties declare that the coldness did not wors 
harm to the growing winter wheat plant. 
From some parts of the west and southwest, 
however, it was reported that the chillivg 
blasts had done damage to the unprotected 
plant. In view of the overwheiming interest 
in news from abroad weather conditions gen- 
erally did not attract much attention. 


Sound Tone to Corn. 

Although displaying considerable irregu- 
larity im ite course, the corn market last week 
took on a firmer tone. The developing 
strength in wheat had a sentimental effect 
on the coarser cereal, but throughout there 
seemed to be less disposition to play for a 
break. Notwithstanding that weather condl- 
tions generally were more fav orable to curing 
and moving, the expected big Increase in ship- 
ments from farms to markets did not mate- 
rialize. Bears, however, maintained that 
only the shortage of railway e equipment pre- 
vented a deluge of the grain at the principal 
markets. In and about Chicago it is esti- 
mated that between 5,000,000 and 7, 000,000 bu 
are in cars waiting to be unloaded. The cash 
demand has not been as brisk as the bulls 
had hoped it would be at this time, but men 
close to the situation declare that the east 
must become more of a factor at the sample 
tables of the west in the near future, holding 
that its stocks are much lighter and its re- 
quirements much more urgent than it would 
have the west believe. 

The weekly figures showed that the con- 
tract corn in Chicago houses aniounted to 
only 660,000, the total visible showing only 
about 7,315,000 bu. Although at times long 
grain was freely offered by local profession- 
als, it was said by pit sleuths that the more 
prominent holders have not materially re- 
duced their lines. The week end quotations 
showed advances of %c for May, 5&@%c for 
July, and %c for September, as compared to 
the final prices of the previous week. 


New High Level for Oats. 

Operations in the oats market last week 
were featured by the establishing of new 
high prices and by increasing bullish senti- 
ment. Traders who hitherto have been ar- 
rayed on the selling side were among the 
buyers, and those who have been talking 
higher prices for a long time were more 
active in supporting the market. Final 
prices on Saturday showed net advances of 
1%c for May, 1%c for July, and \c for Sep- 
tember, as compared to the last quotations of 
the preceding week. The loca] receipts con- 
tinued light, being scarcely enough to take 
care of the current requirements in Chicago 
and its suburbs. Shippers reported an im- 
proved inquiry for oats from easterners and 
southerners, but actual shipments hence 
were held down by the scarcity of cars for 
immediate use. The leading long in the 
market, now.on a vacation, is reported quite 
as bullish as he was before the recent bulge 
began, and his holdings are said to be large. 


Provisions Score Advances. 
ere were periods of nervousness in the 
MB Lor market, but throughout the week 
the market displayed a sound undertone. 
The expected. increase in the movement of 
hogs from the country did not develop, and 
the demand here and elsewhere showed signs 
of improvement. Hogs at the local yards 
ascended to the highest prices since May ,1908, 
and men close to the situation believed that 
the upturn had not yet run its full course. 
There are those in the market who insist 
that the manufactureé products still have a 
long way to go before reaching the “ legiti- 
mate” top, and they have backed up their 
opinion by buying on all suggestions of wedk- 
ness in the pit. The week merked consider- 
able new investment buying andmore uneasi- 
ness on the part of shorter.

BARTZEN “FOUR FLUSHING,” 
SAYS FORMER INSPECTOR. 


James T. Gleason Assails Electric Bat- 
tery Idea-of Building Commissioner 
to Test Fire Escapes. 


“Peter Bartzen is four flushing when, he 
says he’s going to use electric batteries in 
testing fire escapes. And his ‘discovery ’ 
that builders are putting up fire escapes 
which aren't properly supported is nothing 
but fake strenuousness. I reported those fire 
escapes seven months ago—and as for the 
electric batteries, that’s tommyrot!”’ 

This comment was made yesterday by 
James T. Gleason, a former city building.and 
fire escape inspector and colleague of the 
building commissioner. Mr. Gleason was 
moved to make his observations by the an- 
nouncement of Commissioner Bartzen that 
he ha< discovered fire escapes so constructed 
that if used the weight of those using them 
would tear them from the walls. « 

The instance of alleged fraud “‘ discovered ”’ 
by Commissioner Bartzen was at the whole- 
sale wine and Hquor house of the Charies 
Zahn company at 1273 Milwaukee avenue. 

Gleason sald that he inspected this building 
on Ang. 21, 1906, and reported dangerous con- 
ditions. The following day, according to 
Gleason, the owners of the bullding were or- 
dered to Imstall a two foot stairway fire es- 
cape, and subsequently two notices were 
served, but in the interval another inspector 
told the owners they could install a single 
escape instead of a stairway. 

“One-half of all the single platform fire 
escape anchors in the city are inserted in the 
walls at an angle of 35 or 45 degrees and then 
plugged with pine or oak wedges and covered 
with cememt,’’ said Gleason in conclusion.

Another leader, the ‘head of a great wholesale 
house, once told the writer that it was his ambition 
to sell more goods than anybody else in his field, and 


after many years of prodigious effort he had succeeded. 
He said he did not care so much for profit as to sell 
more goods than anybody else. hen he had 
accomplished that he was ready to die. 

It is this spirit of big things which has had not a 
little to do with the pus ak and.energy that have placed 
the commercial interests of the city in the foreground. 

A year without.a substantial advance in sales is 
considered a disappointment. Managers are not 
content with reporting that they had merely held 
their own. It is a constant story of more and 
more. Nor is this spirit an academic one—it is a 
potent, living factor in all the lines of wholesale 
trade and manufacturing.

THE GRANARY OF THE GLOBE 


So general ‘has the use: of - atéel: come into use for 
office buildings that its origin might have been for- 
gotten had it not been'for, this.award. The steady 
transformation which has been under way in the Loop 
district of the city, since the first sky-scraper, is but 
the fore runner of what may be expected during the 
decade to come. The end will be when, every down 
town street is lined on either side by structures from 
sixteen to forty stories high. At the rate changes were 
made in 1906, that time does not seem far distant. 

From the outset Chicago'has.been fortunate in the 
building material. At first lumber, which was then the 
main item in the new buildings, was exceedingly cheap. 
When the era of brick came, it was found that Chicago 
clay made a brick which was unexcelled anywhere for 
its strength and durability. It was to be had most any- 
where and a large supply was dug out of the bottom of 
the river. This served twoends. First the work deep- 
ened the channel, and second the clay taken out made 
good brick. Building sand was to be had for the shov- 
eling thereof, and limestone cropped up at many places 
within the city limits. In fact mostof the material 
for building the metro on was right on the ground. 

As progress was made in the manufacture of brick 
it came to be known that the clay here was the best 
for the rapid and cheap manufacture of brick of any 
clay near large cities in the country. It was so smooth 
that machines could make it into brick faster than the 
eye could follow, one machine now making 235,000 
bricks a day, and it could be burned in half the time 
usually taken. Time, fire, and a hard climate have 
together proved Chicago brick to be all that could be 
desired in the way of durability. In the way of looks, 
however, Chicago brick would not shine in any beauty 
show.

It may be <i and 
it may be bad and about all the purchaser has is 
the stariding of the firm whose name is on the label. 
The remarkable extension of the traffic in’ paint, 
varnish, enamels and lacquers, made in Chicago 
factories, proves, the manufacturers say, that this 
faith has not been misplaced. 

In all branches of manufacturing of electrical 
goods Chicago has taken a prominent part in the 
wonderful development in recent years. One con- 
cern has reached the distinction of being among the 
foremost in the world in this line. The demand for 
electrical goods i is so great that the combined capac- 
ity of the city’s plants is not capable of filling them 
and future business depends more upon ability to 
manufacture than upon ability to sell. 

As the center of railway equipment and supplies 
it is not surprising that Chicago should be ‘tame 
as the leader of the world in many lines. This great 
branch of manufacture has experienced the full 
benefit of the remarkable boom in railroad business, 
and every plant is fairly swamped with orders. 

When one comes to speak of the live-stock inter- 
ests of the city, figures pass beyond the range of 
comprehension of ordinary minds. Once packing 
houses at western cities looked like a menace to

Chicago’s prestige, but the great plants at the stock- 
yards have shown figures which proved that the 
menace was more visionary than real. The new 
rivals in the field of packing and dressed meats 
were notable to even take care of the yearly in- 
crease, and Chicago has shown a steady percentage 
of gain. Last year this gain in the value of live- 
stock received at the stock yards was $20,300,000. 
The total valuation of stock’ received that year, 
$314,300,000. 

The injury to the packing industry growing out of 
the general onslaught last fall, it is hoped, will be 
outgrown, now that government inspection is put 
upon all its product for inter-state and foreign con- 
sumption. Already customers in this country have 
regained faith in the food coming from the .stock- 
yards, and it is thought to be only a question of 
time when confidence will be fully réstored in for- 
eign countries, with ‘the government brand as a 
guaranty of national good faith. 

As one investigates the causes of Chicago's won- 
derful prosperity as a manufacturing center, he is 
somewhat surprised to find industries of which he 
has never heard, that support populations larger 
than that of many interior cities. For instance: 
In the printing and ruling of “‘loose-leaf sheets” 
it is said that not less than 20,000 people are em- 
ts oyed. Chicago is the pioneer in this business, and 

s made the loose leaf famous throughout the 
world. In the manufacture of adding machines 
Chicago has also been foremost. Lately an adding 
typewriter, which is said to be one of the wonders 
of its class, has made its appearance here, and is 
being pushed on the market. Machines bearing the 
Chicago trade mark are found everywhere in the 
world. 

This city is acknowledged as being the one place 
where more office fittings, desks and fixtures are 
made than in any two cities in the world.

There are now in this city 75 
paper box factories, large and small. Their capital 
exceeds $3,300,000. About 3,200 people, who re- 
ceive over $1,500,000 a year, are employed and the 
total output of the factories is estimated at $4,000,000 
yearly. This does not represent all the paper boxes 
sold in Chicago, however, for the facteries cannot

automobiles. Half a dozen concerns, however, are ex- 
tensive manufacturers of the bodies of the large 
machines. As a-market place for selling of auto- 
mobiles this city is well to the front, supplying much 
of the west. This has been aided greatly by the 
automobile shows, which . have proved attractive.

The big furniture shows, to which visitors 
come from all sections to make their annual purchases, 
have become a great feature in the trade. 

With the wide extension of business of successful 
firms came an aid of better systems of bookkeeping 
and auditing.
